Are Urged to Feed Them. 


The p resen t co ld weather seaso n 
has p lay ed hav o c with the q u ail o f the 
co u n ty an d 
hu n dreds o f 
the little 
g ame birds are said to hav e p erished 
fro m co ld an d starv atio n . The q u ail 
are n o t as hardy as so me birds an d 
co n seq u en tly are easy v ictims o f zero 
weather. In p ast y ears man y farmers 
hav e sav ed the 
birds by 
feedin g 
them. This sho u ld be 
rep eated this 
y ear an d the little an imals assisted 
in tidin g o v er the lo w temp eratu re. 


Ru shv ille p eo p le n atu rally are n o t 
co wards, bu t they are afraid o f fires, 
esp ecially at this seaso n o f the y ear 
when heav y lo sses fro m fires are v ery 
co mmo n . The Au ltman fire last Fri­ 
day ev en in g tau g ht mo st ev ery bo dy in 
Ru shv ille a lesso n . It remin ded them 
that it is p o ssible fo r a flu e to g et to o 
ho t an d be ig n ited. This is the cau se 
o f mo st win ter fires an d is o n e to p ic 
to which p articu lar atten tio n sho u ld 
be g iv en at this seaso n . 
After 
the su bbo n i blaze 
at the 
Au ltman ho me last Friday when the 
firemen ex p erien ced g reat difficu lty in 
fig htin g it, it was realized that so me 
effo rt sho u ld be made to imp ress o n 
the p eo p le the n ecessity o f 
takin g 
p recau tio n ag ain st the recu rren ce o f 
su ch a co stly an d n asty blaze. 
So the fo llo win g day the fire chief, 
Tho mas Hu g hes, an d his assistan t, 
William Glaska, 
issu ed a 
warn in g 
thro u g h the n ewsp ap ers, u rg in g 
all 
p eo p le to in sp ect their flu es. 
They 
p o in ted o u t that mo st flu es had been 
bu ilt with the ex p ectatio n o f g as be­ 
in g bu rn ed an d in man y cases they 
are n o t stro n g en o u g h to withstan d 
the heat that co al makes. 
The firemen p o in ted o u t that it is a 
v ery e a s y thin g fo r the flu es to catch 
fire bu t it was an o ther matter to p u t 
the fire o u t. 
The chief an d his as­ 
sistan t were v ery an x io u s that 
all 
flu es be in sp ected, so as to av o id, by 
takin g 
n ecessary p recau tio n , a fire 
similar Ur the o n e Friday n ig ht. 
In 
fact the fire chief an d his assistan t 
were s o an x io u s tTiat all flu es be ex ­ 
amin ed that they n o tified the R u s h ­ 
v ille p u blic they wo u ld in sp ect flu es 
free o f charg e. 
The resu lt is that the warn in g has 
had its effect. Ru shv ille 
residen ts 
hav e been callin g at cen tral fire sta­ 
tio n mu ch o f the time sin ce the warn ­ 
in g Satu rday n ig ht, askin g that the 
fire chief •< r his assistan t co me an d 
take a lo o k at the flu es in their ho u se. 
They made a p o o r barg ain , it seems, 
when they ag reed to 
in sp ect flu es, 
becau se it seems that mo st ho u se­ 
ho lders hav e taken the 
warn in g to 
heart an d are abo u t as an x io u s as the 
firemen that t« heir ho u se sho u ld n o t 
catch o n fire ju st n o w. 
Fire Chief Hu g hes, Assistan t Glas­ 
ka an d Will Mo ffett were bu sy y ester­ 
day an swerin g calls to in sp ect flu es. 
They u rg e that p eo p le who can in ­ 
sp ect the flu es o f their o wn ho mes, 
do so bu t if they kn o w n o thin g abo u t 
the co n ditio n in which they sho u ld 
be, they are u rg ed to n o tify cen tral 
fire statio n . 
It is ap p aren t that the warn in g is 
v ery timely as in dicatio n s are the 
co ld sn ap is here to remain fo r so me 
time. With the temp eratu re ho v erin g 
abo u t zero p eo p le will su rely hav e 
ho t co al fires, tho se that are fo rtu n ­ 
ate to hav e a co al sto v e an d the flu es 
will g et ho t an d there will still be 
dan g er o f a fire.

purely fo r fun wo uld like to see a 
breed o r family 
established 
that 
wo uld pro duce no thing but tro tters. 
It mig ht no t be a bad plan to g ive 
the rule a trial o f ano ther y ear, as it 
applies 
merely to 4-y ea r-o lds 
and 
under in 19 12, but the fair manag ers 
are so a nx io us tha t it is mo re than 
pro bable that the rule will be chang ed 
o r wiped o ut within a few weeks, as 
the inles co mmittee o f the state fair 
and ex hibitio n meets in Chicag o o n 
J an. 15, and will repo rt to the Ameri­ 
can Tro tting Asso ciatio n o n the fo l­ 
lo wing day . That the half-mile track 
a sso cia tio ns arc g ro wing in impo r­ 
tune© is evident fro m the fa ct that 
two o f the larg e futurities will in the 
future have a po rtio n o f the purse 
laid aside fo r Co lts to race fo r o ver 
the twice aro unds. 
This part o f the 
purse ca n no t be raced fo r by co lts 
that start in the o ther divisio ns o n 
the mile track. This undo ubtedly will 
pro ve to be a po pular feature, fo r 
there is a very larg e number o f train­

small tracks and .many o f them have

euv er in 19 10 at San Antonia, Tex as, 
the v oice of the health crank was 
beard. In this maneuv er ev ery sani­ 


tary precaution was 
taken 
ag ainst 
ty phoid, and 12,8 01 men were inocu­ 
lated ag ainst ty phoid fev er. 
There 
was only one e-ase and no deaths. 
Please compare this with the J ack­ 
sonv ille statistics >cf 10.7 50 men and 
4,422 eases and 248 deaths. The one 
case among the v accinated at San 
Antonia was a serg eant who refused 
the full three doses of v accine neces­ 
sary for complete protection and his 
attack was v ery mild. 
During the 
time the soldiers were at San Antonio 
there were 49 cases among the citi­ 
zens of the city with 19 deaths. It i* 
a pity that some peeple are so g iv en 
to cry ing out “ health crank,” when 


the hy g iendsts speak for health and 
life. 


PREPARES MODEL ORDINANCE. 


Dr. W. F. King, assistant secre­ 
tary of the State b oard of health, de­ 
claring that the fau lt of most of the 
anti-spitting ordinances of the State 
lies in the fact that it is not made 
the particu lar b u siness of any person 
to enforce them, has prepared to 
pu b lish in the forthcoming annu al re­ 
port of the b oard a model ordinance 
making it the specific du ty of any 
peace officer to arrest persons v io­ 
lating the ordinance. 
-“ Now it seems to be nobody ’s bus­ 
iness w*ho spits any where,” said Dr. 
King . “ I would like to hav e it so a 
policeman seeing any one spitting on 
a sidewalk would be required to ar­ 
rest the offender at once, just as he 
is required to arrest a man he sees 
strike another.” 
The model ordinance also contains 
considerable material reg ulating the 
placing of cuspidors in public places, 
tog ether with their oare. 
It proposes 
to increase the powers of local health 
officers concerning the offense, which 
Dr. King say s is g rowing as a nuis­ 
ance.

of b itu m inou s coal m iners and opera­ 
tors of Indiana and Illinois, which was 
held here, althou gh perfu nctory, never­ 
theless was important. 
The b itu mi­ 
nou s operators of Ohio and western 
Pennsylvania also had b een invited to 
attend this meeting, b u t they declined 
and 
none was 
present from 
those 
fields. 
This m eeting was a continu ation of 
an informal meeting held in Chicago 
Dec. 14, called b y John P. White, pres­ 
ident of the United Mine W orkers, 
who invited the operators of the 
old 
central competitive field to m eet with 
the representatives of the miners of 
those states with a view to re-estab lish­ 
ing the fou r-state joint wage confer­ 
ence. 
Some are of the opinion that .the 
three-state joint wage scale conference 
which exists now will b e continu ed, 
and 
that Illinois will take care of 
itself. 
On the other hand, there are 
others who b elieve that u nless the op­ 
erators of the fou r great b itu minou s 
states agree to come into conference 
there will b e no settlem ent. This con­ 
troversy applies only to the b itu minou s 
mine operators and miners. 
The an­ 
thracite scale is a separate matter. 
It is u nderstood that the b itu minou s 
miners this year will ask for another 
increase in the price of mining, thou gh 
the exact figu res of their demand have 
not b een made pu b lic. 
This will b e 
taken u p at the convention, which 
opens here on Jan. 16. 
The miners 
will at that time fix their mining wage 
scale and this will b e su b mitted to the 
operators at the joint conference which 
will b e held as soon as the demands 
are formu lated.

Action of Sta te Committee« in Ala 
bama and Pennsy lva nia , Based Upon 


Ruling of Last National Convention, 


W a s 
Disputed 
by Colonel 
Bry an, 
Who in Both Insta nces is Snowed 
Under by National Committee. 


Washington, Jan. 9 .—Colonel Wil­ 
liam Jennings Bry an has lost control 
of the Democratic national committee. 
He was overwhelmingly defeated in 
two test cases, forced by himself, one 
in Alabama and one in Pennsy lvania. 
In both cases Bry an bolted the cardi- 
r nal doctrine of his p arty incorp orated 
! into its government by himself in the 
Democratic 
national 
convention 
of 
19 08. 
At that convention Bry an, al­ 
though distant at his home in Lincoln, 
commanded his friends in the Denver 
convention to adop t a resolution by 
which Democratic state committees 
were given authority to fill vacancies 
in the national committee. 
The con­ 
vention adop ted that resolution almost 
unanimously . 
It has been the Demo­ 
cratic p arty government for nearly 
four y ears. 
Bry an’s friends urged him not to en­ 
ter the national committee and op p ose 
his own resolution adop ted by the na­ 
tional convention four y ears ago. The 
advice given to Bry an was that his act 
would p lace him in an undignified p o­ 
sition before the committee, that he 
would he clearly in the wrong and that 
the committee would have no other 
course but to defeat him. 
Bry an 
would not listen to the advice of his 
friends. 
He 
was 
p ersonally 
very 
angry at Guffey . He had the p rox y of 
P. L. Hall of Lincoln, and he declared 
after consideration that he intended 
to use it, and he did. 
All the states and territories were 
rep resented when the committee was 
called to order by Chairman Norman 
E. Mack. 
Beside Chairman Mack on 
the 
rostrum 
was 
Secretary 
Urey 
Woodson and Assistant Secretary Ed 
ward C. Sefton. Chairman Mack op en­ 
ed the p roceedings by ex p ressing the 
confident hop e that the committee 
would act with wisdom and nothing 
would be done to “mar our p rosp ects 
of success at the p olls nex t Novem­ 
ber.” 
Harmony was up in the air the in­ 
stant Assistant Secretary Sefton called 
the roll of states and territories. 
Ala­ 
bama meant that Bry an was to fight 
at the drop of the hat. 
The name of 
James Weatherly was read as commit­ 
teeman for the state. 
Colonel Bry an 
was instantly on his feet, p rotesting 
against Weatherly 's name being read, 
say ing: 
“Are we to understand that this body 
is p rep ared to rule that we must take 
any one certified to us by a state com­ 
mittee?” 
Chairman Mack declared that acting 
under instructions of the last Demo­ 
cratic national convention, vacancies 
must be so filled. 
He was sup p orted 
in his contention by other committee­ 
men, who insisted that the rule of the 
national -convention must be carried 
out. 
Chairman Mack so decided and 
Colonel Bry an ap p ealed from the de­ 
cision of the chair, 
Immediately it was decided that the 
convention should go into ex ecutive 
session. 
It was then disclosed that 
Colonel Bry an did not care so much 
as to the Alabama case, but he was 
p aving the way for his fight against 
Guffey when Pennsy lvania was reach­ 
ed on the roll call. It was p ainted out 
to Mr. Bry an in the ex ecutive session 
that the Alabama case was identical 
with that of the Pennsy lvania, but 
Bry an would not have it so, and there 
was nothing to do but take a vote on 
Bry an’s p oint of order against Mack, 
and Bry an was defeated by the vote 
of 34 to 13. 
In due time on the roll call Penn­ 
sy lvania was reached and the fight 
develop ed ex treme bitterness, led by 
Colonel Bry an. 
Rep resentative Palm­ 
er sp oke for his own election as na­ 
tional committeeman and he was sup ­ 
p orted by C. H. Williams, national 
committeeman for Mississip p i, brother 
of Senator John-Sharp Williams, and 
by Bry an, at one time Colonel Guffey 
becoming so angry that he shouted 
“You are a liar” at Palmer, whereup on 
Chairman Mack came down heavy with 
his gavel and the committee directed 
that Guffey must p ersonally ap ologize 
to Palmer and must also ap ologize to 
to the committee for the language he 
had used. 
Guffey thereup on formally 
ap ologized. 
Colonel Bry an made a di 
rect p ersonal attack cn Colonel Guffey . 
He told how the national convention 
had unseated Guffey four y ears ago 
and declared that Guffey had not been 
loy al to the candidate of his p arty for 
p resident. 
Colonel Bry an closed by 
making a p ersonal ap p eal to the com­ 
mittee to sustain him in his contention 
that Colonel Guffey was not a rep re­ 
sentative Democrat and should not be 
national committeeman from the Key ­ 
stone state. When the vote came Guf­ 
fey was sustained by 30 to 18. 
The 
states that voted with Bry an were 
Alabama, Colorado, Delaware, Iowa, 
Louisiana, Mississip p i, Nebraska, New 
Jersey , North Carolina, Ohio, Oregon, 
South Carolina, South Dakota, Utah, 
"Washington, Wisconsin, Wy oming and 
the District of Columbia.

Indianap olis, Jan. 9 .—An association 
which is to be known as the Phy si­ 
cians and Dentists’ Credit Rating and 
Collecting association, which will at­ 
tend to collecting the accounts of all 
the members has been formed by sev­ 
eral hundred p hy sicians and dentists 
who have joined the movement. 
“The organization is not for the p ur 
p ose of boosting fees or working a 
hardship on our p atients,” say s a mem­ 
ber, “hut it has been done in an ef­ 
fort to req uire those who are able to 
do so to meet their obligations” 
It is said that along with the credit 
rating sy stem for 
p rivate 
p ractice 
step s will be taken to deny those p er­ 
sons who are able to p ay for services 
the p rivileges of the city disp ensary . 
The p hy sicians say there are many 
p eop le who could well afford to p ay a 
p hy sician who are treated at the dis­ 
p ensary , but under the p lan they will 
be req uired to consult a p hy sician in 
p rivate p ractice. At the same time the 
disp ensary p ractice will not be dimin­ 
ished because the p ersons who do not 
p ay for p rivate services and who will 
be known to the p hy sicians through 
the credit association will be comp el! 
ed to seek help at the disp ensary . 
The Marion Trust comp any has ap ­ 
p roved the p lans of organization of the 
p hy sicians and dentists’ association, 
and will act in an advisory cap acity 
to the directors and manager of the 
association.

But there are some Rushville

torney s %vho can see no ex cuse for 
the ordinance. 
In 
regard 
to 
the 
prosecution of gambling cases it is 
more vague and unsatisfactory , they 
say , than are the State statutes on 
this same subject. 
The ordinance on the face of it 
seems to be a vagrancy 
ordinance, 
but it shies off into gambling cases 
without any cause whatever for the 
deviation. 
The ordinance say s near 
the beginning, “it shall be and hereby 
is made unlawful for 
any person, 
male or female, to be found, within 
the jurisdiction of said city of Rush­ 
ville, or in a state of vagrancy or 
practicing common begging.’’ 
This 
is a 
vagrancy 
clause 
pure 
and 
simple. 
But without ever putting a period 
in itself the ordinance continues, “or 
to frequent or visit any house, build­ 
ing or structure known or reputed to 
be a house, 
building or 
structure 
where gambling is permitted or car­ 
ried on, and—— ” It continues that 
any persons found under such condi­ 
tions and convicted of such offense 
as provided by the ordinance shall he 
fined a minimum of ten dollars or a 
max imum of three hundred dollars, or 
in addition, a jail sentence ,not to 
ex ceed six months may be added. 
There are some who have read the 
ordinance and say they can not see 
the necessity of such a law since the 
same phrase is 
covered 
in 
State 
statutes and is prosecuted in the cir­ 
cuit court before a judge who is 
elected for such purposes. And it is 
the duty of the prosecuting attorney 
to[4conduct such prosecutions if the 
arrests 
are made and 
the 
c a se s 
brought into court. 
And again, another man say s if 
there are “any such house, building 
or structure known or reputed to be 
a place where gambling is permitted 
or carried on,” go and arrest the law 
violators who are permitting gamb­ 
ling to be carried on, or who are car­ 
ry ing it on themselves, and prosecute 
I them under the State law. which is 
as ample, if not more so, than a city 
ordinance. 
Some local men believe the city 
administration 
may 
be “sore” at 
Prosecutor O’Neil, because he had 
charge of the grand jury which re­ 
turned an indictment against John 
Wolters, city 
policeman, 
under 
a 
Denit era tic administration, for as­ 
sault and battery on Marion McCann,
